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PREFACE

The  purpose  of  this  publication  is  twofold:  first,  to  preserve  and  avail 
for  the  present  generation,  as  well  as  for  posterity,  the  results  of  two  years 
of  research  into  the  American  ancestry,  life,  and  descendants  of  Philip 
Shartle  I,  so  as  to  encourage  a  better  acquaintance  and  a  closer  bond  of 
understanding  among  the  offspring  of  that  pioneer,  and  secondly,  to  excite 
further  investigation  in  the  hope  of  eliciting  useful  information  from  others. 


The  work  is  arranged  in  three  parts.  The  first  is  concerned  with  Philip 
and  those  who  compose  his  line  of  natural  descent,  and  the  second  with  his 
progeny.  The  third  part  contains  some  fragmentary  notes  which  are  believed  to 
be  of  sufficient  interest  to  warrant  inclusion  in  the  book.

To  prevent  a  possible  misapprehension  in  some  quarters,  I  desire  it  un¬ 
derstood  that  the  biographical  matter  is  as  factual  as  the  raw  material  from 
which  it  was  compiled.  I  have  considered  it  a  duty  to  record  the  simple  and 
naked  facts,  both  good  and  bad,  and  without  pretense,  as  I  found  them  or  as 
they  were  given  to  me.  I  am  convinced  that  these  explorations  have  failed  to 
observe,  in  many  instances,  noteworthy  qualities  of  ability,  achievement,  and 
character  which  distinguish  the  persons  whose  biographies  are  presented,  par¬ 
ticularly  in  the  late  generations  of  descendants.  For  this  failing,  I  am 
truly  sorry. 

My  first  aim  was  to  give  this  work  the  stamp  of  an  historical  composition; 
and  in  every  branch  of  the  study  to  notice  the  sources  of  my  information.  I 
had  hoped  to  discuss  many  things  in  detail,  which,  at  this  time,  appear  self- 
evident,  signifying  that  I  have  not  forgotten  that  it  was  once  necessary  to 
prove  them.  The  general  inferences  made  were  to  have  been  substantiated  and 
proved  in  the  work,  to  the  best  of  my  ability;  so  far  as  would  be  requisite,  at 
least,  in  order  to  give  it  a  basis  of  its  own,  and  enable  the  reader  to  form  an 
independent  opinion  for  himself.  Unfortunately,  the  excessiveness  of  this 
plan  soon  became  obvious;  had  it  been  followed,  publication  would  have  been 
delayed  indefinitely  by  the  great  magnitude  of  the  labor  and  expense  it  would 
have  incurred. 


This  and  dozens  of  other  pedigrees  have  been  pursued  simultaneously  in  the 
little  free  time  afforded  by  my  professional  work,  so  to  anyone  who  has  clear 
views  on  the  subject,  the  briefness  of  this  book  may  appear  justified. 

It  may  be  difficult  for  some  readers  to  imagine  why  the  life  of  Philip 
Shartle  I  forms  an  epoch  in  this  history  though  no  claim  is  made  that  he  was  a 
person  of  distinction.  Indeed,  we  have  no  reason  to  assume  that  he  was  com¬ 
paratively  more  important  to  mankind  than  the  great  number  of  other  men  who 
braved  danger  and  hardship  to  help  open  Americans  frontiers.  That  he  lived  and 
had  issue  is  certainly  of  supreme  importance  to  the  entity  of  those  three  or 
four  hundred  of  us  who  descend  from  him,  and  to  the  yet  unborn  thousands.  But 
no  progenitor  is  more  essential  to  the  existence  of  a  person  than  another, 
whether  living  now  or  in  the  primeval  ages  of  the  world.  It  may  be  seen  then, 
that  there  is  still  another  explanation  for  the  selection,  namely,  arbitrament 
itself,  guided  by  the  limits  of  the  extent  and  depth  beyond  which  this  inquiry 
could  not  go  within  the  time  allotted. 

The  restoration  of  family  history  often  plunges  us  into  a  sea  of  per¬ 
plexities,  In  proportion  as  the  adversities  of  the  American  frontiersman  in- 
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creased,  the  spirit  of  true  culture  sometimes  declined  and  gave  place  to  illit¬ 
eracy.  In  some  remote  settlements  everything  tended  toward  decay  - the  external 

forms  and  habits  of  simple  life  alone  remained.  Men’s  minds  were  so  fully  occu¬ 
pied  with  survival  that  they  had  neither  leisure  nor  inclination  to  pen  a  coher¬ 
ent  record  of  themselves  and  their  antecedents.  It  is  a  bitter  source  of  regret 
to  the  modern  student  that  the  profound  historical  knowledge  which  those  people 
had  should  —  to  a  few  trifling  fragments  — >  have  utterly  perished.  In  those 
almost  silent  primitive  recesses,  in  those  times  the  ordinary  deeds  and  exploits 
of  which  have  long  been  buried  in  oblivion  —  in  those  ages,  we  say,  lie  hidden 
many  of  the  stories  of  our  more  remote  Shartle  forefathers. 

To  those  who  feel  called  upon  to  expose  the  omissions,  defects,  and  errors 
in  this  work,  I  tender  my  thanks  beforehand,  begging  them,  at  the  same  time,  not 
to  forget  the  unfortunate  condition  in  which  I  found  Shartle  records. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  only  to  offer  the  expression  of  heartfelt  gratitude 
to  all  those  who  have  held  out  their  hand  to  me  on  the  long  and  solitary  road, 
in  a  benevolent  and  friendly  spirit.  To  Mr.  John  A.  Gough,  Manager  of  the 
Reliance  Title  and  Abstract  Company,  Kelso,  Washington;  Prof.  Carroll  L.  Shartle 
of  The  Ohio  State  University;  Mr.  Charles  R.  Barker,  Lansdowne,  Pennsylvania;

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EXPLANATION  OF  ARRANGEMENT 


A  series  of  given  names,  each  with,  a  superior  figure  attached  to  it,  which 
is  enclosed  in  parentheses,  frequently  follows  the  name  of  the  head  of  the  fam¬ 
ily,  e.  g.  s  PHILIP*5  SHARTLE  (Johannes2 .  Bernhard1) .  This  indicates  the  lineal 
descent  of  the  family  head  from  the  immigrant  progenitor,  from  whom  the  success¬ 
ive  generation  numbers  are  reckoned.  Thus,  in  the  example,  Philip  was  of  the 
third  generation;  Johannes,  his  father,  was  of  the  second;  and  Bernhard,  Phil¬ 
ip’s  grandfather,  was  of  the  first  generation  of  Shartles  in  America. 

The  children  of  the  heads  of  families  are  listed  in  columnar  form.  Small 
Roman  numerals  are  used  to  signify  the  order  of  birth,  and  in  Part  One  large 
Roman  numerals  ar©  employed  to  denote  the  child  whose  line  is  carried  on  in  the 
book. 

In  Part  Two,  each  descendant  of  Philip  Shartl©  has  been  assigned  a  refer¬ 
ence  number.  A  plus  sign  before  the  name  of  a  child  in  a  columnar  list  in¬ 
dicates  that  a  more  comprehensive  biography  of  that  person  is  given  further  on 
in  the  book.  This  biography  may  be  recognized  by  the  descendant’s  reference 
number.

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PART  ONE 

ANCESTRY  OF  PHILIP  SHARTLE  I, 
THE  SHARTLE  FAMILY 


In  accomplishing  the  task  undertaken ,  that  of  tracing  and  establishing 
the  Shartle  lineage  from  the  present  time  back  to  the  immigrant  ancestor, 
many  and  serious  difficulties  were  encountered  before  the  goal  was  reached. 
Such  investigations  usually  require  an  inspection  of  all  available  bio¬ 
graphical  matter  on  the  subject,  as  one  approach  to  solving  the  problem. 
During  the  work  on  this  family  nothing  excepting  a  few  paragraphs  in 
printed  source  material,  in  which  frequent  contradictions  occur,  were  found 
until  the  clues  of  descent  were  completely  disentangled  by  other  methods  of 
genealogical  research.  The  delayed  discovery  of  The  History  of  the  Grim 
Fami ly  by  William  Gabriel  Long,  1934,  in  which  the  colonial  generations  of 
this  Shartle  family  are  described  in  some  detail,  came  as  a  surprise.  The 
result,  then,  was  a  duplication  of  effort  which  afforded  a  comparison  of  two 
independent  observations  of  the  same  early  period  of  family  history  and  an 
excellent  opportunity  to  verify  some  of  the  recently  compiled  data. 


In  the  present  work,  no  study  in  the  field  of  etymology  was  attempted, 
so  perhaps  little  can  be  said  concerning  the  origin  of  the  name.  At  any 
rate,  its  beginnings  undoubtedly  can  be  correctly  ascribed  to  the  early 
Teutonic  peoples  of  central  Europe.  Reference  to  this  name  in  early  history 
of  Germany,  together  with  the  knowledge  that  many  of  the  different  Shartle 
families  emigrated  from  that  country,  suggests  the  place  of  origin. 

The  rarity  of  the  surname  simplified  the  genealogical  research  consid¬ 
erably  by  minimizing  the  likelihood  of  mistaken  identity;  however,  this  was 
counterbalanced  to  some  extent  by  the  multiplicity  of  variations  in  the  spell 
ing  of  the  name.  The  following  table  shows  both  the  inept  and  correct  or¬ 
thography  found  in  public  and  private  records  during  the  course  of  this 
inquiry :

The  spelling  SHARDLE  became  rather  stable  in  the  Philip  Shartle  branch 
in  1804  and  endured  until  SHARTLE,  the  present  form,  became  permanently  es¬ 
tablished  in  1812  or  1813.

FIRST  GENERATION 


I.  BERNHARD  SHERTEL,  founder  of  the  first  and  largest  Shartle  family  in 
America,  was  born,  probably  in  Switzerland  or  Germany,  about  1708  or  1709;  he 
died  in  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania,  September  4,  1767.  He  is  referred  to 
variously  in  records  as  Bernhardt  Shertle,  Bernaerd  Shirtle,  etc. 
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The  problem  of  ascertaining  the  nativity  of  this  immigrant  ancestor  still 
remains  to  be  solved.  The  History  of  the  Long  Family  of  Pennsylvania  by  William 
Gabriel  Long,  1930,  p.  173,  states  that  the  "Schartel  family  have  records  that 
date  back  to  one  Bernhardt  Shertie,  who  was  a  resident  of  Soluthern,  Switzerland, 
in  the  year  1270.  The  family  later  emigrated  to  the  Palatinate,  Germany;  and  in 
1732....”  In  1934,  Long’s  History  of  the  Grim  Family  was  published.  It  is  stated 
on  page  127  that  this  ancestor  came  from  the  Palatinate;  yet,  on  page  125  it  con¬ 
cedes  that  members  of  the  family  in  America  made  an  unsuccessful  attempt  to  con¬ 
nect  with  the  European  branch  before  publication  of  the  history.  It  further  says 
that  certain  proofs,  together  with  family  tradition,  link  the  subject  with  Se¬ 
bastian  Schartlin  (Schartlin  von  Burtenbach,  1496-1569) ,  one  of  the  ablest  gener¬ 
als  of  the  German  empire.  The  former  statement  may  be  based  only  on  the  fact 
that  the  ship’s  passengers  are  called  ’'Palatines”  in  the  immigration  record,  or 
on  the  knowledge  that  many  of  the  persons  bearing  the  name  did  come  from  Germany. 
The  Historical  and  Biographical  Annals  of  Berks  County.  Pennsylvania,  by  M.  L. 
Montgomery,  Vol.  2,  p.  1397,  1909,  gives  Switzerland  as  the  place  of  birth. 

Tending  to  corroborate  this  is  the  knowledge  that  the  immigrant  settled  in  Bern 
Township,  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania,  a  district  named  after  a  large  region  in 
Switzerland  called  "Bern";  and  that  he  lived  amongst  many  Swiss  emigrants. 

In  a  letter  to  Prof.  Carroll  L.  Shartle,  dated  January  4,  1948,  Col.  Samuel 
G.  Shartle,  USA  (Pet.)  stated,  "The  family  stems  from  south  Germany,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  bronze  plaques  at  each  end  of  Shartlesville,  [Pennsylvania],  which 
state  that  the  town  is  named  for  a  Huguenot  family.  I  suspect  it  was  [the 
plaques  were]  put  up  during  the  first  World  War  by  some  sensitive  local  descend¬ 
ants.  ..  . 


"There  are  now  hochwohlgeboren  families  named  S chert el  living  in  Bavaria 
and  Wurtenberg.  Hie  German  Hofkalendar  lists  one  among  the  lesser  nobility  with 
the  title  Freiherr,  an  ancient  title  equivalent  to  Baron.  Whether  our  family 
comes  from  the  titled  branch  I  do  not  know  for  a  certainty,  but  this  I  do  know: 
that  buried  in  the  same  graveyard  near  Shartlesville  with  Johannes  I  [son  of  the 
immigrant  ancestor] ,  his  wife  and  other  members  of  the  family,  is  a  Freiherrin 
Schertel.  One  must  assume  that  she  was  a  sister  or  near  Relative. ... "* 

As  to  whether  the  emigration  was  from  Switzerland  or  Germany,  there  seems 
to  be  no  public  record  extent  in  America  that  would  settle  the  question. 

Bernhard  left  his  native  land  and  went  by  boat  down  the  Rhein  River  to 
Rotterdam;  thence  to  Cowes;  thence  to  America,  arriving  at  Philadelphia  on  the 
23rd  day  of  September,  1732,  after  a  voyage  of  several  months.  Living  condi¬ 
tions  aboard  the  ship  Adventurer,  commanded  by  Robert  Carson,  Master,  were 
deplorable.  This,  coupled  with  long  and  costly  delays  while  in  the  various 
ports,  undoubtedly  made  the  journey  one  of  extreme  misery  for  all  147  pass¬ 
engers  in  Bernhard’s  group. 

He  married,  April  5,  1737,  Ursela  [Ursula]  Helferin,  b.  January  21,  1710; 
d.  January  9,  1794.  Her  parentage  is  unknown  and  nothing  has  been  found  in 
immigration  records  indicating  that  she  came  from  abroad.

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The  family  first  located  in  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania,  but  later  settled 
about  one  mile  east  of  the  present  town  of  Shartlesville  in  Bern  Township  (now 
Upper  Bern  Township).,  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania,  on  what  became  the  frontier  of 
the  French  and  Indian  War,*  Besides  being  farmers,  the  Shartles  kept  inns  and 
operated  a  log  tavern  around  which  the  town  of  Shartlesville  grew. 


Bernhard  Shertel  was  naturalized  at  Philadelphia,  taking  sacrament  March 
22,  1761,  at  the  Supreme  Court  before  William  Allen  and  William  Coleman,  Judges 
[Pennsylvania  Archives,  2d  Series,  Vol.  2,  p.  409.] 


The  Shartles  were  among  the  first  members  of  St.  Michael* s  Church  (now  St, 
Michael *s  Union  Church)  for  the  reformed  and  Lutheran  congregation.  The  original 
church  building,  which  was  dedicated  August  6,  1769,  after  several  years  of  con¬ 
struction,  has  been  replaced  by  a  large  modern  structure  in  the  same  location, 
about  four  miles  west  and  one  mile  south  of  Hamburg.

Jacob  married  March  20,  1764,  Elizabeth  Glasin  who  was  born  in  Germany 
October  15,  1742;  d.  October  10,  1814.  H©  was  a  farmer;  during  the  American 
Revolution  was  a  Captain  of  Infantry,  Berks  County  Militia,  He  was  severely 
wounded  in  the  Battle  of  Princeton  and  was  once  taken  prisoner  by  the  British. 

He  fought  in  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  and  New  York.  Jacob  and  Elizabeth  had 
seven  children,  many  of  the  descendants  of  these  have  been  traced  by  the  writer. 
Jacob  and  wife  are  buried  in  St.  Michael’s  old  cemetery  located  between  Shartles¬ 
ville  and  Hamburg,  Pennsylvania.

SECOND  GENERATION 

II.  JOHANNES2  SCHERDEL  [JOHN  SHERTEL]  (Bernhard1)  ,  son  of  Bernhard  Shertel 
and  Ursela  (Helferin)  Shertel,  was  b.  January  17,  1738,  in  Bucks  County,  Penn¬ 
sylvania;  d.  July  4,  1800  (or  July  7,  1800)  in  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania,  and 
is  buried  near  the  western  boundary  of  the  old  cemetery  at  St.  Michael’s  Union 
Church  east  of  Shartlesville,  Pennsylvania. 


*The  part  of  Berks  County  where  Bernhard  Shertel  settled  was  taken  from 
Lancaster  County.  Berks  was  laid  off  in  1752;  on  its  earliest  tax  list,  1753, 
Bernard  Shartly  was  taxed  in  Bern  Township.  [Berks  County  Tax  Lists,  1753-8, 
p.  16.]  As  Bern  was  formed  from  a  part  of  Tulpehocken  Township,  Lancaster 
County,  earlier  tax  lists  would  have  to  be  sought  at  Lancaster  -  but  evidently 
they  have  not  been  preserved. 
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He  married  December  19,  1764,  in  Berks  County,  Maria  Catharine  Riegel 
[Mary  Catharine  Riegel],  one  of  ten  children  bora  to  Johannes  Riegel,  a  miller, 
and  Catarina  Elizabeths  (Sehirmann)  Riegel,  his  wife.  Catharine  Riegel,  as  she 
was  generally  known,  was  b.  March  6,  1744;  d.  November  16,  1803,  in  Berks 
County,  and  is  buried  beside  her  husband. 

John  Shertel  served  in  the  American  Revolution  as  a  private,  5th  class,  in 
the  1st  company,  1st  battalion,  Berks  County  Militia,  under  his  younger  brother, 
Capt.  Jacob  Scherdel,  from  1777  to  1778.  [Pennsylvania  Archives.  3rd  Series, 
Vol.  6,  pp.  281ff.  No  military  service  or  pension  files  for  John  can  be  found 
in  the  National  Archives  and  Records  Service,  Washington,  D.  C. ] 

On  October  14,  1768,  he  acquired  by  patent  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania  a  tract  of  land  called  "Bigorre"  which  contained  397  acres  38  perches. 
This  land,  together  with  16  acres  107  perches  conveyed  to  him  by  deed,  consist¬ 
ed  of  his  plantation  of  413  acres  145  perches  in  Bern  Township  which  he  retained 
until  his  death.  John  was  a  farmer;  in  1792,  was  township  tax  collector. 

John  Shertel  left  an  interesting  will  and  an  undated  codicil;  both  are 
written  in  German.  The  will  is  dated  December  10,  1796,  and  was  probated  July 
28,  1800.  It  provided  for  the  division  of  the  plantation  into  two  parts;  the 
northern  portion,  together  with  all  the  buildings  thereon,  being  left  to  son 
Philip,  and  the  southern  portion  being  set  off  to  son  Daniel.  To  his  wife  John 
bequeathed  "her  bed  and  bedspread. . .and  if  she  should  wish  to  have  another  bed 
she  may  choose  another  of  my  beds..,, to  her  one  of  my  cows  according  to  her 
choice."  Also,  "...two  chests  and  all  my  linen  and  of  ray  household  goods  she 
may  choose  as  much  as  she  may  want  or  think  proper." 

Sons  Philip  and  Daniel  were  given  equal  shares  of  the  horses,  cattle,  ,  .  . 

wagons,  plows,  and  harrows.  Wife  Catharine  was  given  the  right  to  live  in  the 
house  "which  is  where  we  live  and  which  is  on  Philip’s  part  of  the  division." 
Philip  was  required  to  care  for  his  mother,  chop  her  fire  wood,  give  her  a 
horse  to  ride  if  she  desired  it,  and  give  her  a  dozen  fresh  eggs  every  month 
and  four  pounds  of  good  wool  every  year.  Daniel  was  to  furnish  his  mother 
every  year  with  seven  bushels  of  good  wheat  and  seven  of  rye,  and  had  to  take 
the  grain  to  the  mill,  and  had  to  kill  and  clean  hogs. 

John’s  other  children  each  received  256  pounds  and  five  shillings  in  gold 
or  silver;  his  wife  200  pounds  in  gold  or  silver  in  three  payments.  Philip  and 
Daniel  were  executors.  -  [Registrar  of  Wills  office,  Reading,  Pennsylvania,  Bk, 

A,  p.  409;  Bk.  3,  p.  299.] 

Mary  Catharine  Sherdel’s  will  was  made  October  8,  1803,  and  probated  De¬ 
cember  5,  1803.  It  was  In  German*  Son  Daniel  received  the  clock  and  case, 
Bible,  book  True  Christianity  by  Arndt,  kitchen  dresser,  bees,  sugar,  and 
coffee.  The  residue  of  the  estate  was  to  be  divided  equally  among  the  six 
living  children.  Daniel  was  appointed  executor.  [Registrar  of  Wills  office, 
Reading, Pennsylvania,  Bk,  A,  p,  466;  Bk.  4,  p.  205.]

John  Scherdel  removed  to  Schuylkill  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  had  five 
children:  John,  George,  Jacob,  Bernard,  and  Esther.  John,  the  first  child, 
went  to  Welsh  Run,  Pennsylvania;  he  was  a  grandfather  of  Col.  Samuel  G. 
Shartle,  USA  (Ret.), 


Daniel  Scherdel  married  February  4,  1800,  in  Berks  County,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  Elizabeth  Himmelberger,  daughter  of  Jacob  Himmelberger;  went  to 
Mahoney  Township,  Indiana  County,  Pennsylvania;  thence  to  Vernon  Township, 
Crawford  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  remained  until  his  death.  He  is 
known  to  have  had  one  son,  Daniel.  There  may  have  been  other  children,  but  no 
attempt  has  been  made  to  find  a  record  of  them.

III.  PHILIP*  SHARTLE  I  (Johannes^.  Bernhard^) ,  son  of  Johannes  Shertel 
and  Maria  Catharina  (Riegel)  Shertel,  was  born  in  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania, 
August  3  (or  August  10),  1774;  he  died  August  5,  1823,  in  Fairfield  County, 
Ohio. 


Philip  was  twice  married.  Little  is  known  of  his  first  wife,  Barbara, 
whom  he  married  in  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania.  Her  last  name  may  have  been 
Klar.  Her  grave  has  not  been  found  though  it  is  known  she  died  at  Lancaster, 
Ohio,  about  1805  or  1806. 

About  1807,  he  married  in  Ross  County,  Ohio,  Elizabeth  (Troxell)  Markel, 
widow  of  Daniel  Markel  who  died  about  1806.  She  was  born  in  Pennsylvania, 

May  5,  1781,  and  was  one  of  six  children  born  to  George  and  Catharine  Troxell 
[Draxel;  also,  Drachsel ];  she  died  at  Lancaster,  Ohio,  May  21,  1864. 

Elizabeth  Troxell  married  Daniel  Markel  in  Pennsylvania,  and  with  him 
migrated  to  Ohio  where  two  children  were  born.  The  older  child,  Maria  "Polly” 
Markel,  was  born  September  4,  1803;  she  married  February  26,  1824,  George 
Carlisle;  she  died  October  25,  1824,  and  is  buried  beside  the  grave  of  Philip 
Shartle  at  Tarlton.  The  younger  child,  Daniel  Markel,  was  born  September  25, 
1805. 


Following  the  death  of  his  mother  on  the  16th  of  November,  1803,  Philip 
decided  to  move  westward.  He  had  already  conveyed  his  share  of  "Bigorre"  to 
his  brother  Daniel,  and  the  conveyance  of  another  204  acres  of  land  to  Isaac 
Kaufman  for  2000  pounds  on  March  31,  1804,  put  his  affairs  in  order  for  the 
journey. 

In.  the  fall  of  1804,  Philip  and  Barbara  reached  the  small  and  unpreten¬ 
tious  village  of  New  Lancaster  (now  Lancaster) ,  Ohio.  On  November  17th, 
Philip  acquired  title  to  lot  numbered  10  in  square  numbered  2  and  built  a 
home  in  which  the  Shartles  lived  for  a  year  or  two. 
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In  th©  years  that  followed  there  were  several  purchases  and  conveyances 
which  finally  resulted  in  his  owning  300  acres  described  as  being  the  South 
Half  of  Section  17,  -Township  13,  Range  19,  „  where  Philip  had  a  saw  mill.  This 
land  is  located  about  three  and  one-half  miles  east  of  Oakland,  Ohio,  and  is 
one-half  mile  east  and  six-tenths  of  a  mile  north  of  Zion  U,  B.  Church,  A 
large  portion  of  the  farm  has  been  owned  and  occupied  continuously  for  more 
than  140  years  by  members  of  the  family.  The  present  owner,  Mr,  Charles  S. 
Julian  of  Amanda,  Ohio,  is  a  great  grandson  of  Philip  Shartle;  the  occupant  is 
Mr,  Paul  Julian,  son  of  Charles  S.  The  brick  house  which  Philip’s  daughter 
Sarah  built  during  the  1850* s  is  still  used  as  the  residence, 

Philip  also  acquired  the  East  Half  of  Section  26,  Township  12,  Range  20, 
containing  320  acres,  to  which  h©  moved  with  his  wife  Elizabeth  and  their 
three  sets  of  children,  to  make  their  permanent  home.  The  old  Chillicothe 
Trail  crossed  the  northwest  part  of  the  farm  in  those  early  pioneer  times  and 
the  Shartles  profited  from  this  by  operating  a  tavern  and  inn  for  many  years. 
This  establishment  became  an  important  station  for  the  stage  coach  lines  and 
drovers.  The  first  election  held  in  Clear  Creek  Township,  Fairfield  County, 
was  conducted  in  the  Shartle  house  April  5,  1813, 

In  1952,  the  part  of  the  old  homestead  farm  where  the  house  and  tavern 
stood  was  owned  by  Luther  Heigle.  The  site  is  about  eight-tenths  of  a  mile 
south  of  Oakland  and  about  three-tenths  of  a  mil©  east  of  State  Highway  No, 
159,  on  the  south  side  of  th©  county  road.  The  land  is  rolling  and  not  well 
suited  for  cultivation.  The  Chillicothe  Trail  has  been  extinct  for  many 
decades,  and  no  longer  is  the  farm  adjacent  to  important  highways.  The  whole 
community  is  rather  thinly  inhabited  and  remote;  it  seems  nearly  deserted  as 
compared  with  the  strangely  wild,  booming,  and  adventuresome  life  it  supported 
generations  ago;  and  its  solitude  and  neglected  appearance  impels  a  sort  of 
loneliness  as  one  reflects  upon  th©  romantic,  but  now  almost  forgotten,  past. 

The  Shartles  were  highly  respected  and  Philip  served  as  administrator  to 
several  estates.  However,  it  is  suspected  that  either  he  was  not  without  his 
weaknesses,  or  that  he  was  as  inadvertent  as  one  Mr.  McCray,  to  whom  he  passed 
a  counterfeit  note  for  #2.50  in  1822,  McCray  discovered  the  falsity  after 
Philip* s  death,  but  received  a  cash  refund  from  the  estate. 

Philip  died  intestate  in  1823  and  is  buried  in  th©  southwest  part  of 
Tarlton  Cemetery,  Tarlton,  Ohio.  His  coffin  cost  $5.50.  His  gravestone  of 
black  slate,  costing  $16,00,  reads  as  follows j 

In  Memory  of 
Philip  Shartle 
Who  Departed  this  Life 
August  J5 ,  182,3 
Aged  48  years 
11  months 
26  days 

His  estate  was  finally  settled  in  th©  November  term,  1829,  in  the  Fair- 
field  County  Probate  Court.  A  daughter  of  the  deceased,  Sarah  (Shartle)

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Julian,  filed  a  petition  for  partition  of  the  620  acres  of  land  Philip  owned  at 
the  time  of  his  death.

THE  SCHIRMANN  FAMILY 
(Ancestors  of  Philip  Shartle  I) 


I.  SIMON  SCHIRMANN  [SCHIRMANj,  sadler,  was  bom  in  1683  or  1684,  prob¬ 
ably  in  South  Germany;  m.  Catrina  9  who  was  bora  in  1692  or  1693; 

sailed  in  Capt.  Edward  Lee*s  ship  Elizabeth  from  Rotterdam  to  Dover,  and 
thence  to  Philadelphia,  qualifying  there  August  27,  1733.  The  voyage  to 
America  was  so  terrible  that  16  of  the  192  passengers  aboard  the  ship  died  of 
indigence  and  exposure  before  reaching  land.  The  Schirmanns  settled  in  a 
section  of  Lancaster  Comity,  Pennsylvania,  which  became  a  part  of  Berks  County 
in  1752,  and  a  thorough  examination  of  the  records  of  these  counties  probably 
would  disclose  additional  information  of  interest  to  the  genealogy  of  these 
ancestors.

Time  did  not  permit  a  comprehensive  survey  of  the  records  pertaining  to 
this  family;  nevertheless,  the  evidence  obtained  in  support  of  the  lineage 
imparted  here  is  so  persuasive  that  the  writer  can  hardly  hesitate  to  assume 
that  it  is  correct.  It  is  to  be  lamented  that,  after  the  foundation  had  been 
secured,  so  little  further  advance  should  have  bean  made  toward  a  detailed 
history. 

I.  JOHANNES^  RIEGEL  I  and  Gertrouy  [Gertrude]  Riegel,  his  wife,  probably 
were  natives  of  Switzerland  or  Germany.  Johannes,  Gertrouy,  and  their  four 
children  sailed  from  Rotterdam  on  June  24,  1733,  aboard  the  ship  Pennsylvania 
Merchant.  They  made  their  way  to  Plymouth;  thence  to  Philadelphia  where  they 
arrived  in  the  afternoon  of  September  18,  1733.  Hie  part  of  Lancaster  County, 
Pennsylvania,  where  they  settled,  became  Tulpehocken  Township,  Berks  County, 
in  1752.

The  number  of  descendants  known  to  the  writer,  and  listed  herein,  is  329, 
The  actual  number  is  certainly  upward  of  350  at  the  present  time,  but  in  all 
probability  it  will  reach  400  in  the  next  few  years,  if  it  has  not  already 

don©  so. 

The  omissions  most  seriously  affecting  this  count  are  undoubtedly  due  to 
the  neglect  in  following  the  traces  of  the  Betz  family,  namely,  the  descend¬ 
ants,  if  any,  of  offspring  numbered  12,  13,  and  14.  These  were  to  have  been 
explored  during  the  last  of  eight  tours  of  the  Eastern  States;  however,  all 
but  the  last  of  these  trips  were  made.

The  Shartle  family  name  In  Philip’s 
descendants  is  threatened  with  extinction,  there  being  but  three  males  listed 
in  the  eighth  generation  from  Bernhard,  who  may  transmit  or  propagate  it?

Jonas  conveyed  this  property  to  his  half- 
sister,  Sarah,  and  her  husband,  John  Julian,  in  1845. 

He  married  July  6,-  1837,  in  Pickaway  County,  Ohio,  Mary  Emeline  Young,  b. 
November  27,  1811,  in  Virginia.  It  has  been  said  that  her  ancestors  were 
Ehglish,  but  little  is  known  about  them.  Her  father,  John  "Jack"  Young,  was 
born  in  Virginia,  as  was  her  mother.  Her  mother  may  have  been  Nancy  Mann  or 
Margaret  Mann.  Members  of  the  Young  family  are  believed  to  have  settled  in 
Highland,  Green,  and  Clermont  Counties,  in  Ohio. 

Jonas  and  Mary  moved  to  McConnelsville,  Ohio,  in  the  early  1840* s  to  take 
proprietorship  of  McGonnelsville  House,  a  large  frame  building  which  is  still 
standing,  but  in  dilapidation,  on  the  south  side  of  West  Center  Street  (now 
Main  Street)  in  the  first  block  east  of  the  bridge  over  the  Muskingum  River. 

They  probably  were  operating  this  business  when  a  younger  brother  of  Jonas, 

Dr,  Isaac  T.  Shartle,  came  to  McConnelsville  to  practice  medicine  about  1843. 

In  1850,  Jonas  and  family  were  living  in  the  town  of  Malta  across  the 
river  from  McConnelsville.  Jonas  worked  there  as  drover. 

Yielding  to  his  urge  to  farm,  Jonas  bought  73/4  acres  of  land,  together 
with  improvements,  on  March  14,  1853,  for  $1,101.00.  This  farm,  situated  on 
the  east  bank  of  the  Muskingum  River  about  one-half  mile  southeast  of  Mc¬ 
Connelsville,  grew  in  size  during  the  following  years  as  Jonas  made  additional 
purchases.  His  sons  Ellis  and  John  also  acquired  small  parcels. 

On  Saturday  night,  January  31,  1880,  at  10:30  o’clock,  the  farm  residence 
was  discovered  to  be  on  fire.  Jonas,  his  wife,  and  a  hired  girl  were  all  that 
were  home  at  the  time,  and  they  had  retired  for  the  night.  The  fire  originated 
from  a  defective  flue  in  the  front  part  of  the  house  from  where  the  family  was 
sleeping.  Before  they  were  awakened  the  fire  had  made  such  headway  that  they 
saved  but  very  little  of  their  household  goods,  and  what  was  saved  was  just 
such  light  articles  as  could  be  hastily  grabbed  and  carried  out.  There  was  no 
insurance  and  the  loss  was  severe. 

Shortly  after  the  fire  the  farm  was  sold  to  William  Willis.  On  Saturday, 
March  6,  1880,  at  10:00  o’clock  in  the  morning,  the  family  sold  at  public 
auction  nearly  all  of  their  personal  property,  horses,  cows,  calves,  com, 
wagons,  plows,  and  farming  equipment  generally. 

On  Monday,  March  15,  1880,  after  saying  farewell  to  their  many  warm 
friends  and  acquaintances,  the  Shartles  left  McConnelsville  forever.  They 
went  to  Indianapolis  to  visit  Ellis  Young  Shartle,  son  of  Jonas  and  Mary,  where 
Mrs.  Shartle  intended  to  remain  for  a  time  while  Jonas  and  son  John  went  to 
Missouri.  However,  while  still  in  Indianapolis,  John  learned  of  an  80-acre 
farm  for  sale  near  the  former  Round town  school  house  1  l/2  miles  south  and  l/2 
mile  east  of  North  Salem,  Indiana.  John  bought  this  property,  the  East  Half  of 
the  Southeast  Quarter  of  Section  9,  Township  16  North,  Range  2  West,  from  Henry 
Branch  for  $5,000.00  on  March  26th,  1880.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Mr. 
Branch  took  this  money  to  North  Salem  and  built  the  finest  house  in  town. 

Certain  of  the  older  inhabitants  of  North  Salem  have  said  Jonas  and  his 
wife  were  regarded  as  aristocrats  by  the  standards  of  that  community;  that  their

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manners  and  dress  were  equally  excellent.  Attesting  to  this,  in  a  letter  dated 
September  5,  1953,  Mrs.  Ruth  (Shartle)  Brandenburg  wrote,  "...I  visited  uncle 
Joel  [Tinder]  in  Claremore,  Oklahoma,  in  1915,  and  a  lady  saw  my  name  in  the 
Claremore  paper  and  called  uncle  Joel  to  ask  if  I  could  be  any  relation  to  John 
S.  [John  S.  Shartle,  son  of  Jonas],  She  said  she  had  visited  his  mother  and 
father  and  John  the  summer  he  (John)  was  married.  She  was  a  houseguest  of  a 
Taylor  family,  and  they  were  all  invited  to  the  Shartle  home.  She  said  she  en¬ 
joyed  the  most  attractive  and  delicious  meal  that  she  had  ever  eaten  and  remem¬ 
bered  how  the  Hadleys  had  spoken  so  enthusiastically  about  what  fine  people  the 
Shartles  were....”  Thus  it  appears  that  Jonas  and  Mary  won  the  esteem  and  con¬ 
fidence  of  all  by  their  straightforward  and  honorable  lives, 

Sarah  Ann,  Mary^s  sister  from  Ohio,  frequently  visited  the  Shartles.  Like 
Mary,  she  was  a  superb  cook  -  had  her  own  special  method  of  making  cabbage  de¬ 
licious.  The  Tinder  family,  often  guests  of  the  Shartles,  referred  to  her  as 
"Aunt  Sarah  Ann  Cabbage, " 

Jonas  loved  to  work.  In  spite  of  his  failing  health  and  entreaties  from 
the  family  to  desist  from  physical  labor,  he  insisted  on  helping  in  the  fields. 
He  died  of  paralysis  of  the  heart  at  3:00  o’clock  on  Wednesday  afternoon, 

October  18,  1882,  while  helping  his  son  John  cut  corn.  He  picked  up  an  arm-load 
of  stalks,  paused,  then  fell  backwards  to  the  ground  and  died  almost  instantly. 

Mary  Shartle  died  of  diarrhea  at  8:00  o’clock  on  Sunday  morning,  November 
22,  1891,  after  suffering  from  dropsy  and  general  debility  for  several  months, 
[The  official  record  of  her  death  gives  the  erroneous  date  November  20,  1891.] 
She  is  buried  beside  her  husband  in  Fairviaw  Cemetery,  North  Salem,  Indiana,

8.  JACOB  F,  4  SHARTLE  ( Philip’’ ,  Johannes^ ,  Bernhard4) ,  son  of  Philip  and 
Elizabeth  (Troxeli)  Shartle,  was  b.  July  2,  1815,  in  Fairfield  County,  Ohio; 
died  intestate  at  Ashland,  Jackson  County,  Oregon,  in  1876.  He  was  unmarried. 


He  taught  school  in  Virginia  in  1836  or  1837.  He  went  to  La  Grange  County, 
Indiana,  in  the  1840*s;  returned  to  Fairfield  County,  Ohio,  before  1850,  to  live 
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with  his  mother  and  his  half-sister,  Elizabeth  {Shartle)  Betz.  He  was  a  cooper. 

Not  long  after  the  death  of  his  mother  in  1864,  he  and  his  nephew,  Thomas 
Corwin  Shartle,  migrated  to  Gowiitz  County,  Washington  Territory.  Jacob  took 
out  a  donation  claim  (Notification  No.  1132)  on  September  1,  1865,  covering  the 
Southeast  Quarter  of  the  Southeast  Quarter  of  Section  10;  the  Southwest  Quarter 
of  the  Southwest  Quarter  of  Section  11;  the  Northwest  Quarter  of  the  Northwest 
Quarter  of  Section  14;  and  the  Northeast  Quarter  of  the  Northeast  Quarter  of 
Section  15;  all  in  Township  8  North,  Range  3  West,  Willamette  Meridian.  [Patent 
recorded  in  Vol.  46,  p.  356.]  On  July  2,  1866,  his  birthday,  he  acquired  the 
West  Half  of  the  Northwest  Quarter,  the  West  Half  of  the  Southwest  Quarter,  and 
the  Southeast  Quarter  of  the  Southwest  Quarter,  all  in  Section  7,  Township  8 
North,  Range  2  West,  Willamette  Meridian*  [Patent  recorded  in  TTol.  I,  p.  18.] 
This  land  is  in  the  vicinity  of  Olequa,  Washington., 

About  1868,  he  and  nephew,  Thomas  Shartle,  went  to  Portland,  Oregon.  Jacob 
became  surveyor  for  the  City  of  Portland  in  1869;  street  comniss loner  in  1870. 

His  residence  was  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Second  and  Main  Streets. 

The  estate  of  Jacob  F,  Shartle,  deceased,  was  closed  as  of  November  145 
1892,  under  order  of  the  court  dated  February  3,  1903.  The  inventory  of  his  real 
estate  shows  he  died  seized  of  207.29  acres,  subject  to  a  tax  deed  to  C.  K,  Har- 
baugh.  The  property  was  sold  for  $1,558.55  by  order  of  the  court  and  proceeds  of 
sale  were  distributed  to  ten  heirs. 

Photographs  of  Jacob  show  he  was  a  tall  man  with  hollow  cheeks,  high  cheek 
bones,  and  a  beard  under  his  chin  and  on  the  sides  of  his  face  up  to  his  side¬ 
burns  .

34.  ELLIS  YOUNG'"’  SHARTLE  (Jonas4.  Philip'"  ,  Johannes"" ,  Bernhard" )  .  son  of 
Jonas  Shartle  and  Mary  Emelin e  (Young)  Shartle,  was  bora  May  20,  1838,  in  Fair- 
field  County,  Ohio;  d,  of  senility  at  li;00  o’clock  A.M. ,  February  24,  1904;  m. 
Wednesday,  November  7,  1866,  his  first  cousin,  Mary  E.  Foust,  daughter  of  Daniel 
P,  Foust  and  Eliza  J.  (Shartle)  Foust,  Mary  was  born  ea.  1841  in  Indiana;  d.  of 
hemorrhage  July  6  or  8,  1886. 

He  was  raised  in  MeConnelsville,  Ohio.  In  1854,  he  went  to  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  to  engage  in  commercial  pursuits;  became  a  passenger  conductor  for  the 
Vandalia  Railroad  during  the  1860’s;  and  in  1872,  became  a  member  of  the  R.  S. 
Foster  Company,  grain  brokers,  the  other  member  of  the  firm  being  his  brother-in- 
law,  Major-General  Robert  Sanford  Foster.  Ellis  was  a  member  of  the  Indianapolis 
Board  of  Trade  for  a  number  of  years  and  for  a  time  was  director. 

On  the  insistence  of  his  sister-in-law  and  cousin,  Katherine  ’’Katie"  C. 
Foust,  he  made  a  will  on  the  6th  of  February,  1904,  in  which  he  left  his  entire 
legacy  to  her.  The  will  was  probated  February  27,  1904,  in  Marion  Probate  Court. 

Ellis  died  at  the  residence  of  the  late  General  Foster,  704  North  New  Jersey 
Street,  Indianapolis,  and  is  buried  beside  his  wife  in  an  unmarked  grave  in  the 
south  division  of  lot  numbered  11  in  section  numbered  15,  Crown  Hill  Cemetery  at 
Indianapolis.

Thomas  Shartle  was  raised  in  MeConnelsville,  Ohio.  In  the  Civil  War,  he 
was  a  private  in  Company  H,  17th  Regiment,  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry;  left  Lan¬ 
caster,  Ohio,  in  May,  1861,  and  went  by  rail  to  Bellaire,  and  thence  down  the 
Ohio  River  by  boat  to  Parkersburg,  Virginia  (now  West  Virginia) ,  where  he  par¬ 
ticipated  in  operations  against  guerrillas;  was  mustered  out  August  15,  1861.

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About  1864-5,  he  migrated  to  Cowlitz  County,  Washington  Territory,  with  his 
uncle  Jacob  Shartle,  and  settled  temporarily  near  the  village  of  Olequa  a  few 
miles  north  of  Gastle-  Rock,  About  1868,  Thomas  and  his  uncle  Jacob  went  to 
Portland,  Oregon,  to  reside  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Second  and  Main  Streets. 
Thomas  became  part  owner  of  T.  Shartle  &  J.  Boyd,  saloonkeepers,  located  at  148 
First  Street. 


Late  in  July,  1877 ,  Thomas  took  his  family  up  the  Columbia  River  by  boat  to 
a  rock  on  the  river  called  Roster  Rock,  believed  to  be  located  near  Multnomah 
Falls.  They  camped  close  by  the  rock  under  a  weeping  willow  tree.  From  there 
they  walked  up  into  the  Cascade  Mountains  — -  "up  seven  hills  like  stair  steps." 
There  were  small  streams  of  clear  cold  water  at  the  foot  of  each  hill.  Thomas 
built  a  small  cabin  on  the  land  where  he  intended  to  settle,  but  although  the 
land  was  good,  the  weeds  growing  there  were  poisonous  to  cattle  and  he  was 
forced  to  leave  his  family  and  return  to  Portland  to  work  in  a  saloon.  The 
winter  was  severe;  the  wind  blew  unceasingly  through  the  tall  trees  and  wet  snow 
blanketed  the  ground  most  of  the  time. 


Thomas  moved  his  family  back  to  Portland  about  the  middle  of  May  the  follow¬ 
ing  year.  His  father-in-law  visited  them  there  in  1882  and  asked  them  to  move 
near  his  place  about  seven  or  eight  miles  south  of  Oregon  City.  They  moved  on 
the  31st  of  July  of  that  year  and  Thomas  bought  a  small  tract  of  land  on  which  he 
later  built  a  log  cabin  and  tried  farming. 


On  the  afternoon  of  October  18,  1882,  Thomas  came  home  weeping  bitterly, 
saying  that  his  father  was  dead.  Angelina,  his  wife,  asked  if  he  had  heard  from 
home  and  he  said,  "No,  I  just  feel  it."  She  tried  to  comfort  him,  but  couldn't. 
About  two  weeks  later  a  letter  arrived,  confirming  Thomas  *  belief  that  his  father 
died  unexpectedly  on  the  afternoon  of  the  18th. 


Thomas  returned  to  Olequa,  Washington,  in  1889,  where  he  worked  in  logging 
camps.  About  1911,  he  went  to  Harbor,  Oregon,  where  he  died  two  years  later.  He 
is  buried  there.

Martha,  the  sixth  of  twelve  children  bom  to  the  Tinders,  was  bom  October  29, 
1853,  on  the  160-acre  farm  of  her  parents  about  four  miles  west  and  one  mile 
north  of  Danville,  Indiana;  she  died  of  asthma  May  24,  1934,  at  her  home  at  340 
North  Street,  Danville,  Indiana. 

John  Shartle  was  a  horticulturist  of  extraordinary  skill.  During  his  youth 
in  Morgan  County,  Ohio,  he  made  an  art  and  science  of  cultivating  vineyards  and 
gardens.  His  fondness  for  growing  plants  led  him  to  an  active  lifetime  of  land 
cultivation. 

After  his  home  near  McConnelsville,  Ohio,  burned  in  1880  (see  No.  7,  Jonas4 
Shartle )> he  removed  to  Indiana  with  his  parents  and  his  brother  Harry.  On  March 
26,  1880,  he  purchased  the  East  Half  of  the  Southeast  Quarter  of  Section  9, 
Township  16  North,  Range  2  West,  containing  80  acres,  from  Henry  Branch  for 
$5  ,000;  thus  he  remained  a  farmer  until  his  death  —  following  the  tradition  of 
four  generations  before  him. 

The  community  of  North  Salem,  Indiana,  was  continually  fascinated  by  the 
Shartle  family.  These  newcomers  from  Ohio  were  well-bred  and  polite  —  even 
conspicuously  so.  Martha  and  her  parents,  the  Tinders,  though  somewhat  amazed 
at  the  Shartle  custom  of  wearing  fashionable  and  stylish  clothes  day  by  day 
were,'  nevertheless,  charmed  and  delighted.  Most  astonishing  to  many  who  knew

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them  was  the  distinguished  society  entertained  at  the  Shartle  farm.  Frequent 
visitors  included  Major  General  R,  S.  Foster,  who  usually  arrived  in  his  private 
railway  coach;  General  Foster’s  prominent  and  noble  mother,  Sarah  (Wallace) 
Foster,  who  stayed  for  weeks  at  a  time;  Clarence  M.  Foster,  who  brought  along 
members  of  President  Benjamin  Harrison’s  family;  Ellis  Young  Shartle,  noted 
Indianapolis  grain  broker;  and  others. 

John  Shartle  was  a  life-long  Republican  and  was  always  very  interested  in 
politics,  though  he  never  was  an  aspirant  for  any  office,  preferring  to  devote 
his  energies  to  the  social  and  religious  life  of  the  community.  His  devotion 
to  the  Republican  party  was  of  such  intensity  that,  even  on  his  death-bed,  he 
requested  his  wife  to  promise  that  she  would  never  support  any  other  party. 

He  was  a  devoted  member  of  the  Methodist  Church  of  North  Salem  and  had 
great  faith  in  the  effectiveness  of  its  activities.  He  was  a  persevering 
student  of  the  Bible  and  was  often  called  on  to  conduct  services  at  church. 

To  him  home  life  was  a  sacred  trust  and  the  church  a  sanctuary  of  faith,  and  he 
allowed  nothing  to  deflect  him  from  the  path  of  rectitude  and  honor.  Fraternal¬ 
ly,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  of  North  Salem.  His  death  was  the 
first  among  the  membership  of  that  lodge. 

John  was  a  man  who  always  tried  to  serve  his  fellow  man  and  was  ever  willing 
to  help  and  encourage  those  who  were  struggling  to  aid  themselves  against  adverse 
fate.  His  efforts  were  not  without  great  influence  for  good,  which  was  evidenced 
by  the  high  regard  in  which  he  was  held  by  a  host  of  friends  and  neighbors.  But 
his  complete  disregard  for  his  own  welfare,  when  others  were  in  need  of  help, 
finally  led  to  his  death.  A  neighbor  with  erysipelas  and  in  need  of  assistance 
and  comfort  could  not  be  ignored,  even  though  John  had  once  suffered  from  the 
disease  himself,  understood  the  nature  of  it,  and  was  fully  aware  of  the  prob¬ 
ability  of  a  recurrence.  When  his  death  occurred  nine  days  later,  he  was  sin¬ 
cerely  mourned  by  all  who  knew  him. 


Martha  was  thrown  upon  her  own  resources  but  arose  to  the  occasion  by  making 
a  way  for  herself  and  five  children.  Indebtedness  in  the  amount  of  about  $1,200 
forced  her  to  relinquish  the  80-acre  farm  in  favor  of  40  acres  about  five  miles 
to  the  east  (the  Northwest  Quarter  of  the  Northeast  Quarter  of  Section  17,  Town¬ 
ship  16  North,  Range  1  West)  which  she  purchased  on  March  24,  1899,  for  $2,000. 
She  and  the  children  resided  here  until  October  14,  1907,  on  which  date  she  sold 
the  property  for  $4  ,000  and  acquired  a  residence  at  340  North  Street,  Danville, 
Indiana,  paying  $2,400  for  house  and  lot. 


Her  death  in  1934  erased  much  information  of  interest  to  family  history 
which  many  years  of  genealogical  research  may  not  recover.  She  could  have  pre¬ 
served  for  posterity  valuable  data  concerning  her  own  progenitors,  but  failed  to 
write  down  anything  but  a  few  names.

In  his  youth  at  McConnelsville,  Ohio,  Harry  became  a  photographer  and  he 
followed  this  occupation  throughout  his  life.  He  moved  with  his  parents  from 
Ohio  to  a  farm  south  of  North  Salem,  Indiana,  in  1880,  but  being  averse  to 
farming,  went  South  to  establish  studios  at  Rome,  Georgia;  Brownsville,  Tenn¬ 
essee;  Bowling  Green,  Kentucky;  Ashville,  North  Carolina;  Lynchburg,  Virginia, 
and  other  cities.  Once  he  returned  to  Indiana  to  open  studios  in  Indianapolis 
and  perhaps  Huntington. 

Every  known  specimen  of  his  work  proves  he  was  an  artist  in  portrait  pho¬ 
tography  and  we  are  not  surprised  that  he  had  an  artistic  temperament.  He  was 
a  man  rather  emphatic  in  his  demands;  sometimes  seemed  sarcastic  to  strangers, 
and  often  coquetted  with  the  ladies.  He  was  handsome,  had  the  finest  in 
clothing  and  automobiles,  and  drew  attention  wherever  he  went.  It  is  said  that 
whatever  vanity  he  may  have  had  probably  had  been  transmitted  from  excessively 
proud  maternal  ancestry. 

About  1920,  Harry  found  it  expedient  to  transfer  th©  title  to  two  parcels 
of  real  estate  from  his  own  name  to  other  parties  on  trust.  A  family  named 
Atwood,  in  whom  he  had  placed  considerable  confidence,  later  refused  to  restore 
title  in  his  name  and  his  position  in  the  matter  was  so  insecure  that  he  never 
recovered  possession  of  that  farm.  The  other  tract,  believed  to  have  been  a 
grapefruit  farm  in  Florida,  was  committed  to  his  brother  John*s  widow,  Martha 
Shartle,  There  was  an  income  from  this  property,  which  Martha  forwarded  to 
Harry,  who  was  then  in  the  Carolina^  (possibly  Greenville,  South  Carolina). 
About  1924,  Martha  wrote  that  she  was  keeping  the  final  payment  due  (about  $20) 
as  recompense  for  the  inconvenience  to  which  she  had  been  put.  Harry  was 
never  heard  from  again.

Quartermaster  General  of  the  State  of  Indiana;  and  organized  the  first  post  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  He  often  demonstrated  his  skill  with  firearms 
on  the  farm  of  John  Stone  Shartle,  south  of  North  Salem,  Indiana,  by  seeing  how 
many  bushels  of  quail  and  rabbits  he  could  kill.

FRAGMENTARY  RECORDS 

A  BRIEF  ACCOUNT  OF  SOME  OF  THE  SHARTLE  FAMILIES 
WHO  IMMIGRATED  TO  AMERICA 


1732.  BERNHARD  SHERTEL ,  b.  probably  in  Switzerland  or  Germany,  about  1708  or 

1709;  arrived  at  Philadelphia  on  the  ship  Adventurer ,  September  23,  1732. 
See  elsewhere  in  this  book  for  particulars. 

1738.  MELCHIOR  SHERTLE,  b.  1682  or  1683  in  Lobrum,  Zabergen,  Wurtemberg;  ANNA 
MARIA  SHERTLE,  b.  1697  or  1698;  and  ANNA  BARBARA  SHERTLE,  b.  1705  or 
1706;  undoubtedly  of  the  same  family;  arrived  in  Philadelphia  September 
9,  1738.  Melchior  settled  in  the  Blue  Mountain  of  Pennsylvania.  His 
youngest  daughter,  Maria  Barbara  Shertle,  m.  _________  Kummerlin;  her 

daughter,  Juliana  Kummerlin,  came  to  America,  in  the  autumn  of  1772  in 
search  of  her  grandfather,  Melchior. 

1740.  JOHAN  JACOB  S CHER TEL  arrived  in  Philadelphia  November  25,  1740;  m.  April 
28,  1742,  at  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Philadelphia,  Anne  Eaton.  They 
had  one  son,  Christopher.  Anne  deserted  her  husband  about  1746.  Before 
or  after  this,  Jacob  removed  to  Joppa,  Baltimore  County,  Maryland,  and 
acquired  lots  24  and  25;  later,  settled  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania. 
His  brother,  John,  arrived  in  America  September  26,  1749,  as  shown  below. 

The  will  of  Jacob  Shartle  appears  in  Will  Record  Cl,  p,  71,  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania.  It  was  made  December  20,  1766,  and  probated  March 
6,  1767,  and  is  abstracted  as  follows ;  I,  Jacob  Shartle,  of  Joppa  in  the 
County  of  Baltimore  and  Province  of  Maryland,  but  now  being  in  Lancaster, 
in  the  Province  of  Pennsylvania,  being  sick  and  weak  in  body. .. .Whereas , 
my  wife  Ann  formerly  by  her  extravagance  and  bad  behavior  destroyed  the 
chief  of  my  substance  and  deserted  my  bed  and  board  and  hath  not  cohabited 
with  me  for  about  twenty  years  past  and  as  I  am  uncertain  whether  she  he 
now  living,  it  is  my  will  that  in  case  she  be  living  ray  executor. .. .give 
unto  her  the  sum  of  one  shilling  sterling  money  of  Great  Britain....! 
give  unto  my  son  Christopher  Shartle,  my  son  by  the  said  Ann,  the  sum  of 
one  shilling  sterling  money  of  Great  Britain.. ..I  give,  devise  and  be¬ 
queath  unto  my  brother,  John  Shartle,  of  Lancaster. ...  all  those  my  two 
lots.... in  Joppa. sand, ...  all  the  rest.... of  my  estate  both  real  and 
personal.  Brother  John  Shartle,  executor, 

1749.  JOHANNES  SHARTLE  [JOHN  SHARTLE],  house  carpenter  and  pump  maker,  landed  in 
Philadelphia  September  26,  1749;  was  a  brother  of  Jacob  Shartle,  mentioned 
above.  John  married  Maria  Christina  ;  was  a  member  of  Trinity 

Lutheran  Church,  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania.  In  1761,  bought  a  64-foot  lot 
on  Orange  Street,  in  Lancaster;  in  1770,  he  mortgaged  it  for  50  pounds.

One  son, 
Jacob,  married  Elsie  Burns  and,  in  1816,  removed  to  Ohio,  near  Dayton. 

A  cursory  search  in  Virginia  archives  indicates  that  the  estate  of  Jacob 
Shartle,  of  Campbell  County,  deceased,  was  inventoried  in  1786.  Perhaps 
he  was  one  of  the  two  immigrants.

October  25,  1831,  in  Bernrieht,  Bavaria,  Germany,  son  of 
John  Shartle  and  Margaret  (Kriger)  Shartle,  was  left  fatherless  in  1838. 

He  arrived  in  Baltimore  in  1845;  m.  March  18,  1854,  Jane  Ds  Kilgour;  re¬ 
sided  in  Washington,  D.  C. ,  Bel  Air,  Maryland,  in  Pennsylvania,  and  finally 
in  Middletown,  Ohio. 


*Two  Irish  brothers,  both  laborers,  were  transported  to  Pennsylvania  before 
1746;  Oliver  Shortall,  b.  1711  or  1712,  and  John  Short all,  b.  1725  or  1726.  How¬ 
ever,  they  probably  were  not  members  of  the  families  under  discussion  in  this  book.

THE  GENEALOGY  OF  ELIZABETH  TROXELL,  SECOND 
WIFE  OF  PHILIP  SHARTLE  I 


The  earliest  known  efforts  to  trace  the  roots  of  Elizabeth  Troxell  were 
made  by  the  late  Dr,  G.  Allen  Troxell,  of  Harding,  Massachusetts,  and  Sarasota, 
Florida,  His  huge  collection  of  information  on  Troxell  families  was  never  pub¬ 
lished,  but  his  several  volumes  of  manuscripts  are  carefully  preserved  by  The 
Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania* 

He  commenced  his  investigation  in  the  years  preceding  World  War  I  and  pur¬ 
sued  it  for  more  than  forty  years.  His  writings  bring  to  light  some  precious 
remains  of  Troxell  history;  they  also  display  his  acuteness,  combined  with  ad¬ 
mirable  perseverance,  in  increasing  the  materials  for  study.  It  is  to  be  re¬ 
gretted,  however,  that  this  immense  undertaking  failed  to  rescue,  to  his  own 
satisfaction,  the  names  of  the  grandparents  of  Elizabeth  Troxell, 

That  George  Troxell  and  Catharine,  his  wife,  were  Elizabeth’s  parents,  is  a 
fact  easily  proved  by  probate  and  other  official  records.  The  earliest  authentic 
record  of  George  Troxell  found  to  date  is  one  at  Carlisle,  in  Cumberland  County, 
Pennsylvania,  which  indicates  that  he  was  assessed  in  1776  on  50  acres  in  Fern- 
maugfc  Township,  He  may  have  been  the  George  Troxel  [Troxsell,  Troxysell]  who 
served  as  a  private,  fifth  class,  Fourth  Battalion,  in  Captain  John  Hamilton’s 
Company,  Cumberland  County  Militia,  commanded  by  Colonel  Arthur  Buchanan,  from 
January  20  to  March  30,  1778;  later,  served  as  private,  fifth  class,  in  Captain 
John  Tyler’s  Company,  Cumberland  County  Militia,  during  1780  and  1781, 

George,  Elizabeth’s  father,  died  before  June  22,  1790,  in  Lewisburg , 
eylvania.  The  family  graves  were  not  found. 

Sometime  during  the  last  years  of  his  inquiry,  one  of  the  professional 
genealogists  employed  by  Dr,  Troxell  wrote  him  that  she  was  inclined  to  believe 
that  George  Troxell  was  the  same  person  as  George  Frederick  Troxel,  son  of  Peter 
and  Juliana  Catharine,  who  was  baptized  July  28,  1741,  at  Jordan  Church  in  Le¬ 
high  County,  Pennsylvania.  The  genealogist's  arguments  seem  reasonable  and  well 
stated,  but  Dr.  Troxell  had  explored  this  possibility  many  years  before,  by 
tracing  the  Peter  and  Juliana  Troxel  family  from  its  earliest  beginnings  in  this 
country,  to  its  decease,  and  he  apparently  did  not  concur. 

According  to  Dr,  Troxell,  Peter  Troxell  [Drachsel]  was  b.  ISSi  in  Switzer¬ 
land;  came  to  America  in  the  ship  Samel,  arriving  at  Philadelphia  on  August  17, 
1733,  with  his  wife,  Juliana  Catharine,  aged  30,  and  two  sons,  Peter  and  Daniel, 
aged  9  arid  ?,  respectively.  Later,  six  other  children  were  born  to  this  union. 
They  settled  at  Egypt,  Pennsylvania;  after  1744,  at  Frederick,  Maryland,  where 
the  eldei  r  died  so;  time  between  April  16,  1766  and  I  8,  ,  His  will, 

written  in  German,  evidently  is  inconclusive  from  the  standpoint  oi  establishing 
the  relationship  conjectured. 
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The  family  tradition  states  that  George,  Elizabeths  father,  was  ostracized, 
and  in  joining  the  Revolutionary  Militia  he  may  have  been  renounced  by  his  kins¬ 
men.  This  being  true,  his  name  may  have  been  omitted  from  wills  or  other  public 
records  as  a  matter  of  prejudice  against  him.

What  is  offered  here  must  be  considered  rather  as  a  concise  summary  of  Dr. 
Troxell* s  collection,  than  as  an  attempt  to  establish  it  on  any  firm  definitive 
basis.  Any  fully  verified  restoration  of  the  family  history  anterior  to  George 
Troxell,  if  it  is  capable  of  being  recovered,  must  be  sought  in  that  portion  of 
our  inquiry  which  is  necessarily  reserved  for  the  future.
